NEW DELHI MUNICIPAL COMMITTEE 

Revised Drainage Bylaws 

PreamMe.— Framed under the provisions of sub-section 
(1) and (v) of Section 188 ; Sections 189, 190 and 199 
of the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911, to regulate the lay- 
out, construction, or alteration of drains, sanitary fittings, 
and other similar works for new or existing bui dings in 
New Delhi. They may be modified in matters of detail 
by arrangement in cases requiring special treatment. 

GENERAL 

DEFINITIONS 

1. In these Byelaws unless there is something repug- 
nant in the subject or context : — 

(1) “ Committee ” means the New Delhi Municipal 

Committee. 

(2) " Secretary ” means the officer acting for the 

time Jjeing as Secretary g£ the Committee.

for D y. Commissioner, Ajmer-Mrrwnra. 

(3) “Engineer” means the Engineer nominated 

by the Committee for the purpose of thes* 
byclaws and shall include any officer deputed 
by the Engineer to act for him. 

(4) “ Medical Officer of Health ” means the Officer^ 

acting for the time being as Medical Officer of 
Health of the Committee and shall include any 
officer deputed by the Medical Officer of 
Hea th to act for him. 

(5) “ Person ” includes any body of persona whe- 

ther corporate or incorporate. 

(6) “Premises” includes messuages, buildings, 

lands, easements and hereditaments of any 
tenure. 1 

(7) “Sewers” are conduits provided for the pur- 

pose of carrying the liquid wastes of the com- 
munity, otherwise known as sewage or suf- 
lage. 

(8) “ Sewage ” shall mean the dwchargo from 

water closets etc. containing foeeal matter 
while “ sullage ” shall mean the discharge 
from kitchens, bath-rooms bathing platforms, 
etc. which dees not contain foeeal matters. 

(9) “ Drains ” as distinguished from sewers, are 

conduits which receive the liquid wastes from 
the buildings of one holding only. If build- 
ings from two holdings discharge their liquid 
waste into one drain, the latter becomes a 
“ Sewer ” from and including the junction 1 
manho’o. 

(10) “ Storm water drain ” is any open channel or 

conduit whethor within private premises or 
public land reserved exclusively for the con- 
veyance of rain water. 

(11) “ Sub-'-oi] water drain ” is a pipe or other 

means for removing the water lying in thq 
aoil below ground level. 

(12) “ Service latrine ” and “ service urinal ” 

mean respectively a latrine and urinal cleanod 
by hand. 

(13) “ Water closet ” is a room or compartment 

fitted with an appliance for receiving liquid 
and solid human waste which is cleaned by 
water flush, 

(14) “ Water borne latrine ” is an assemblage oi 

two or more water closets under one roof. 

AUTHORITY TO ACT FOR COMMITTEE 
2. Where under these byelaws any action is required 
or authorised to be done or where any permission is to 
be given by the Committee the same may be done or 
given on beha’f of the Committee by any officer authoris- 
ed by the Committee in this behalf, and where, under 
any such byelaw, notice is required to be given by the 
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Committee, the same shall be sufficiently authenticated 
if signed by any officer authorised by the Committee in 
this behalf. 1,1 , i 

POWERS OF ENGINEER AND TIIE MEDICAL 
OFFICER OF HEALTH 

3. Subject to the general powers of the Committee to 
reverse or modifv miv order of the Engin°er or of the 
Medical Officer of Health, the Engineer and the Medical 
Officer of Hea’th will be the judges of the adequacy of 
the means taken to comply with any of them bvelaws the 
Engineer being the sole judge of the suitability of the 
materials, the design and the quality of the workman- 
ship. The Engineer may, in suitab'e e^s-s allow by order 
in writing the use of materials other than those specified, 

, if he considers sueh materials equally suitab’e and effi- 
cient. Any action so taken by the Ensrnner Hall he re- 
ported r s soon as possible for the information of the 
Committee. 

Samples of Materials. 

Samp’es of materials comolying with the CommiFce’s 
specifications may he seen by persons inte r Psted at the 
Cmomittee’s Sanitary show-room during working hours. 

'LICENSED PLUMBERS 

4. No person other than a plumber licensed under tV 
* Committee’s rules for grant of li-c^se* (sm appendix U 
shall execute any work described in them bye’aws. and 
no person shall suffer mv such work to, be executed ex- 
cept by a licensed plumber. 

LIST OF LICENSED PLUMBERS 

fi. The Committee shall publrh in Ap’fil and October 
each year a list of licensed plumbers. Every person who 
employs a licensed plumber to execute any work under 
these bvelaws shall furnish to the Secretary the name of 
Such p' umber.

NOTICE AND SUBMISSION OF PLANS 
INTENTION TO CONSTRUCT 

6. Every person who intends or is required to lay-out, 

■onHrnot or alter the pipes drains or other means of 
communicating with, any sewer, or the traps or appara- 
tus connected therewith shall before commencing any 
such work, comply with the requirements of byelaws 7 
to II. - * r 

.NOTICE OF INTENTION TO CONSTRUCT : — 

7. Notice is writing of such intention shall bp deliver, 
ed at the Committee’s office in duplicate in form 1 * * * * * A ’ 
attached conies of which mav be obtained free of charge 
at the Municipal Committee’s office. 

Such notice shall hear the full name end address of the 
applicant and shall state the street and ns'e'-sment num- 
ber of flic premises unon which s’wh works a v e intended 
to he executed and all the particulars required in the 
printed form ' A ’ of notice. 

DEPOSIT OF PLANS' 

8. With the notice referred to in Bvelaw 7 sha 7 l be de- 
posited plans and sections On quadmulicat-) clearly and 
indelib’v made on a durable material and drawn to a 
scale of not less than 1 inch to every 16 fmt, and the 
vertical scale of the sections shad be the same as the 
scale of the plans. 

(1) The plan wiU be prepared bv a Rendered Archi- 

tect or a Licensed Plumber and G"ned hy him and by the 

applicant and shall show the following : — 

(a) every floor of any building in connection with 
which the pipes or drains are to be us°d ; 

(b) the position, forms, level v-d arranepmeut of 
the several parts of such building including the 
roof thereof ; 

(c) the whole of the intended new drib's with theij? 

proposed sizes and gradients }n figures ; 


(d) the levels of the ground surface and depths of 
the proposed drains ; 

(e) the position of every manhole, gully, soil, pipe, 
ventilating pipe, rain water pipe, water closet, 
urinal, latrine, bath, lavatory, sink, trap or 
other appliances on the premises proposed to 
be connected with any drains. 

This information shall be shown complete both on 
elevations and sections as well as on plans. 

Provided always that in the case of an alteration or 
addition to an existing building this clause shall be deem- 
ed to be satisfied if the plans convey sufficient informa- 
tion for the proposals to be readily identified with the 
original or subsequent sanctioned plans. 

(2) Tile plans shall also show : — 

(a) The position of all windows and other openings 
in the building ; 

(b) The height and position of all chimneys belong- 
ing to the building within a distance of 15. feet 
from the open end of a soil pipe or ventilating 
pipe ; 

(c) The scale to which the plan is drawn • 

id) In detail the nature of all sanitary connections 
including the manner of disposal of rain water 
and its discharge to storm water drains ; 

(e) The disposal of bath room and kitchen sullage 
and connections to the waste and sail pipes and 
the nature of the connection of the soil pipe to 
the sewer (i.o. with or without a suitable in- 
tercepting chamber), 

BLOCK PLAN OF THE PREMISES 

9. With the notice referred to in byelaw 8 shall be de- 
posited a block plan of the premises (in quadruplicate) 
upon which the building is to be situated or any such work 
is to be carried out, drawn to a scale of not less than 1 
inch to every 88| feet. 

The b’oek plan of the premises shall show : — 

(a) The block plan of the building and the portion 
of all other buildings on the premises and such 
parts of the adjoining properties as may be 
effected by the proposed work : 

(,b) The names of the streets adjoining the premises ; 

(c) The lines, size and inclination of all drains and 
surface drains, if any ; 

(d) The difference in level between the lowest floor 
of the building and of any court-yard and of 
the adjoining ground ; 

(e) The scale of the plan ; and 

(f) The drains and other appliances shown by dis- 
tinctive colours. 

TVnidcd that it sha’l not he necessary to deposit a 
block plan in any case where the particu’ars required to 
be shown on the block plan are shown on the detailed 
plan herein -before required. 

CROSS SECTIONS WHEN TO BE PROVIDED 

10. If considered necessary in any case by the Com- 
mittee, the plans shall be accompanied with cross sec- 
tions, with dimensions shown in figures and drawn to a 
scale of not less than \ inch to 1 fo^t, of all onen drains, 
showing the ground level and the kerbs or other means, 
already existing or proposed, for exclusion of all storm 
water, except the first washing from courtyards and 
paved open spaces. 

DESCRIPTION OF WORK PROPOSED 

11. Witli the p’an referred to in byelaw 9 shall be de- 
pos'icd, a detailed description (in quadruplicate) of the 
intended mode of constructing, joining or fixing anv 
*-n cR drains, manhole, gully, pipe, water closet, urinal, 
bath, lavatory basin or apparatus or trap. This should 
be done in form * B ’, conies of which may be btained 
free of charge at the Municipal Committee’s office. 
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COMMENCEMENT OF "WORK ;~ 

12 After the plans have been sanctioned by the Com- 
mittee, one copy thereof shall be returned to the appli- 
cant, The work may then be proceeded with. The 
final connection with the drain or sewer vested in the 
Committee will be carried out by Municipal Agency at 
the expense of the applicant, 

NOTICE TO THE ENGINEER REGARDING IN- 
SPECTION OF WORK, 

NOTICE OF COVERING UP DRAINS OR OTHER 
DRAINAGE WORKS 

13. Every person who constructs or alters any drains or 
other drainage work shall before proceeding to cover up 
any foundations, drains or appliances connected with the 
drainage, give the Engineer notice in writing that such 
foundations, drains or appliances are ready for inspec- 
tion and specify the date and hour on which he will pro- 
ceed to cover up such foundations, drains, or appliances. 
Suffi notice shall be in form ‘ C ’ attached. 


Inner Courtyard . — An inner courtyard may be de- 
fined as a courtyard in which all its sides are bounded 
by rooms or verandahs o 1 divu 'ng walls of the next 
homo. 

Outer Courtyard . — An outer eouityard is a courtyard 
in which one at least of the walls faces out into the open. 

l\ote . — All courtyards uu first and higher floors will be 
treated as inner courtyards. 

LEVEL OF LOWEST STOREY 

19. The lowest storey of ( very new building shall be 
constructed at such level ns will allow of the construction 
of a drain sufficient for the effect uu 1 drainage of th” 
hui'ding and of the provision of the r'lpihite communiea 
tion with any •■ewer into which such drain may lawfully 
empty. The level at which the incoming drain enters 
(he sewer must be such that the flow 7 line of the drain at 
2 3rd full is not lower than the flow line of the sewer at 
2 3rds full. 


NOTICE OF COMPLETION OF WORK 


DRAINS. 


14. Every person who constructs or alters any drains, 
or other drainage works, shall give the Engineer notice 
in writing, specifying the date and hour at which such 
drains or works will he ready for final inspection. Such 
notice shall be in form ‘ D ’ attached. 

CONNECTION WITH COMMITTEE’S SEWER 

15. No connection of any drain to any Municipal 
sewer or any drain to any existing private drain already 
connected to a Municipal sewer shall be made until a 
certificate has been issued by the Engineer that the whole 
of such drain and the appliances connected therewith 
comply with all requirements of the Committee. 

Such connection shall he made by duly authorised offi- 
cers of the Committee and the application for the connec- 
tion shall be accompanied by a copy of the said certifi- 
cate and the deposit, before the connection is made of 
such sum of money as the Committee may prescribe from 
time to time to meet the cost of the connection. 


MATERIALS 

20. In the construction ot every drain of a building 
(apart from sub-soil drain J', only material of first c'ass 
quality shall be used. E \ cry channel or appliance with 
which sewage is likely to come into contact shall have 
smooth and rounded surf ices and shall be made of im- 
pervious materials or shall be rendered impervious with 
cement morter, trowelled to a smooth finish. 

Stoneware pipes shall conform with British standard 
specifications No. 65-1937 or 540-1934 Stoneware pipes, 
traps and fitting sha'l be of first quality properly g’ased 
and the thickness of pipes etc., the internal depths of 
sockets and the jointing smice shall be in conformity with 
table 2 of annexed schedule 

Ca c t iron pipes shall conform with British Standard 
Specification No. 78-3938, class ‘B ’ (See Table 
No 1 of annexed schedule). 


Inspection by the officers authorised by the Committee. 

16. Every person by or for whom any drain or other 
work connected therewith is laid out, constructed, fixed 
or altered, shall, at all reasonab’e times afford any dulv 
authorised officer of the Committee free access to such 
drain or work for the purpose of inspection. The 
Engineer will see that the principles of the byelaws 
adopted by the committee are carried out, but no sucli 
close supervision can be given as to relieve the house 
owner or his plumber of the duty of taking due care 
in the execution of the work and providing good and 
sufficient materials and workmanship. 

Note : — 

In emergent eases in which an alteration of the 
drains or other appliances must be carried out 
atones, the owners and occupiers of the premises 
may with advantage get in touch with the 
Engineer who mav in urgent and suitable eases 
issue necessary directions. This however does 
not relieve the owner of his obligation to take 
steps for fl’iog plans etc. with the Committee, 
and obtaining its sanction. 

DRAINAGE OF BUILDINGS. 


Spun concrete pipes shall conform to British Stand- 
ard Specifications No. 556 of 1934. 

Bricks . — Only first class bricks ere to be used. These 
are to be well burnt and when finished are to be bard, 
true in shape and free from flaws. They must give a 
ringing sound when struck together. 

Cement . — Cement is to be in accordance with B.S.S. 
for Portland cement. 

Rend . — Sand is to be clean, sharp, and free from loam 
or dir&t, e.g. washed Badarpur Sand. 

Concrete .—-Concrete is a composition of hard stone, 
bine metal of suitable sizes from 3’3 in. to 1 \ in. gauge 
and cement or lime mortar as mav be specified according 
fo the nature of work. 

Tile mortar shall be mixed in the proportion of 1 part 
of cement to G parts of sand or 3 part of lime and 3 parts 
of sand by volume. 

21. Internal diameter of dram — Every drain shall 
have an internal diameter nF pot less than four inches, 
and not more than such sire as mav bo necessary for the 
flow or as may be approved by the Engineer. 


THE SEPARATE SYSTEM TO BE APPLIED DRAINS TO BE LAID IN CONCRETE 


17. Proper provision shall be made for the drainage 
of buildings and of all premises. Rain water shall be 
dealt, with separately from the sewage and sullaev. 
Sewage and rullage must he discharged by pipes with 
the exception that sullage may be discharged by a surface 
drain which must be as short as possible if the Engineer 
considers discharge by pipes to be impracticable. 
DRAINAGE OF COURTYARDS 

18. The drainage of an inner courtyard shaR be dis- 
charged to the sewer. In such a case no rain wat a r 
from roofs may be discharged into the courtyard— It 
must be discharged to the outer courtyard or by any 
other convenient route to the storm water drainage sys- 
tem. All outer courtyards must be provided with one 
or more outlets through which rain water may pass to 
the storm water aystenj- 


22. Every drain shall be laid on a bed of good concrete 
not less than 6 in. thick and projecting on each side of 
the drain to an extent at least equa' to the external dia- 
meter of thp pipe. The eoncret" must be “ baunehed ” 
to the top of the pipe, and in made up, wet or bogsry soil, 
the whole drain must be completely surrounded with con- 
crete. All drains le^s th>in 2 feet in depth (measured 
from the top of the pipe to ground level) mint be em- 
bedded in concrete. Tn eases where heavy vehicular 
traffic is likely to occur this applies up to 4 feet in depth. 

GRADIENTS 

23. Every drain shall be laid with a suitable fall ap- 
proved by the Engineer. 

The standard gradient sha'l be 1 in 40 for 4 inch, drains 
and 1 in 80 for 6 inch, drains. 
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The maximum and minimum gradients shall he 1 in 
20 and 1 in 80 for 4 inch drains and 1 in 40 and 1 in 
100 for 6 inch drains. If the fall available does not 
permit of these limit' ng grad Wit* the Engineer may on 
anpl’Vation imue special instructions. 

JOINTING OF PIPES 

24. Eoeiy joint in a drain shall be made in the manner 
and with the jointing materials hereinafter prescribe 1, 
ro as to preserve the continuity of the drain without ob- 
struction. 

(1) If a drain be constructed of stoneware or 

material other than metal, the drain sha’l he 
jointed with 'ockct joints properlv put to- 
gether with cement or other equal' y suitable 
material as approved by the En°ine°r. If 
cement is used it shad be 2 parts of Portland 
cement mixed with 3 parks of clean sharp 
sand. 

(2) All spigot and so fleet pipes shall be laid with 

the spigot end of each pipe in the direction of 
the flow of sewage and sneh pipes shall he 
laid by the spigot end of each pipe being 
p’aeed in the socket of the pipe last lrid. 

( 3) Jo’nt® shall be made foy forcing a ri "2 of gaskin 

not more than i in, in depth, which Ins been 
stepped in cement grout well into the ba’e of 
the 'Tcket. so ns to bring the spigot end con- 
centric with the socket and its indent fl ish, 
with the invert of the pipe last laid, an! to 
prevent the passage of cement into the here 
of the nip?. The morlar is to be forc’d into 
the joint until the whole spree between the 
spigot and r O’kct is quite full, the ioint L 
then to b^ finished off with a neat fillet. After 
lading, the inside of each pipe is to he err?- 
fully cleaned and examined to s°e that no ce- 
ment mortar is left inside and the surface 
of the.io’ntpd pip^s are flush a 1 ' t''c wav 
round. Provided always that it shall bp suffi- 
cient if the pines are connected in a manner 
considered hv the Engineer to be equally suit- 
able and efficient, 

14) If a drain be constructed of ca r t iron socket al 
pine 11 , the joint shall be made with a geskiu 
of bamp or yarn and met"lRe lend, properly 
cardked, The denth of gaskin out of land 
will be as prescribed below ; —

Drains to be waterlight and to be tested and passed be- 
fore covered 

35. Every drain sNoR be 'o constructed us to be water- 
. tight and to be capable rf resisting a presume of at least 
4 feet head of wat°r above the highest pipe 

No drain rliall be cohered up until it has been te ted 
in the presence of the Emune-p. or of an officer autho- 
rised by the Engineer in this behalf, and nass^d by the 
Eimineer or su di oflictr. A reeord of the passing of 
drains 'hall be uiven to the Registered P umber. 
EXCAVATIONS 

2(1. All excavations rhall be proper’y timbered where 
necessary. 

BEDDING OF PTPES 

27, All undergrrpnd drains constructed rf cast iron 
pipes shall be securely bedded on firm ground and filled 
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round with se’eeted material free from large 6tone3 water- 
ed end weR rammed into place. 

"Where f.uch drains traverses soft or viewing ground 
or wh' re water makes its appearance in the trench such 
tl'-a'u shall be bedded in or comp’etely surrounded with 
certmnl concrete, as may be ordered by the Engineer. 
DRAINS UNDER BUILDINGS 
28 X > drains shall be constructed so as to pass under 
eny building except where another mode of construction 
may he impracticable. 

Where eny drain passes under a building, such drain 
shall he laid in a straight line for the whole distance 
ben cl th tl e bnilding, and shall be of ca-t iron complexly 
embedd’d in and covered with good and solid comer t con- 
crete, rt ’east 6 in. thick all round. In case the pine or 
any part cf it is laid above the natural surface of the 
ground, it mu't be supported on a concrete wa’l the 
bottem of which goes at least 6 in. below the ground sur- 
face. At each end of a drain laid under a building a man 
hole fhall be provided. 

DRAINS BELOW WALLS TO BE PROTECTED 
20. In every case where any drain or sewer is laid 
beneath a vail such dram or eewer shall be protected at 
the onrt beneath the wall' hv means of an arch, flng-tone, 
or iron rurmrrt. which shall not bear on the drain or 
sewer and sha'l be of sufficient s.i~e and strength to pre- 
vent any di'turbance of or other injury to such drain or 
B' wer, 

■ NO RTGHT- ANGLED JUNCTIONS IN DRAINS 

GO Tl o drains of a building communicating with a 
-ewer shall bp constructed in such a manner as not to 
form ary rhflitangled junction, cither vertical or hori- 
ponfa 1 All drain junctions shall be curved obliquely in 
the direction of the sewage flow. 

V WHOLES (INSPECTION CHAMBERS). 
PFOVTN'OV OF MANHOLES (OR-INSPECTION 
CHAMBERS) 

31 At every change of alignment, gradient, or dia- 
mcti , f a drain, there shall be a manhole for inspection 
chamber. Bends and junctions in the drains should be 
grorued to* 'ether in manho’es as far as possible. The 
maximum distance between manholes shaR he 150 feet. 

AR angles in manholes or inspection chambers shall ho 
rounded off when rendering, in cement plaster } inch 
thick fl cement : 2 washed sand) to a 3 inch radius, 
trowelled to a smooth finish. 

The benching at the sides 'hall be carried up in a such 
manner ns to provide no lodgment for any flashings in 
rasp cff accidental flooding of the chamber. 

Where the diameter of a drain is increased, the tons 
rf Hie two pipes must be fixed at the mme level and the 
necessary slope given in the invert of the manho’e cham- 
ber. 

Where two drains at different levels are to meet in a 
manhole the connection from the upper to the lowe't 
will bp made by a back-drop -where the difference in level 
of 1 he invert 1 ’ exceeds 2 feet. 

RT7E OF CHAMBERS 

32 Chamhirs shaR be of sucb size as will allow n°ces- 
eavy on munition or clearance of drains The minimum 
internal sizes of chambers shall be as follows : — - 

(a) For depths of 2 ft. 6 in. or less 2 ft. 3 in. X 2 

ft. 3 in. 

(b) For depths between 2 ft 6 in. and 7 ft. to 3 ft. 

0 in. X 2 f t- 7£ in. 

(e) For depths mere than 7 ft. 4 ft. 6 in. X 3 ft. 
AJ meamred to internal brick faces before rendering. 

Font irons shall be provided in all manholes o' - er 4 
ft. Ri denth, and mud be malleable cast iron and gal- 
vanised and of dimensions approved by the Engineer. 

MANHOLE COVERS 

33. Manhole covers and their frames shaR be of cast 
iron and to a de"ign approved bv the Engineer, The size 
shrl 1 bp 'uch that there will be a clear opening of at 
levt 18 in, in diameter or 21 inch for manholes exceed- 
ing 3 ft. in depth, or in case of square or rectangular 
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covers a clear width of at least 18 inch. Covers si all be 
double grcoved and shall fit properly and bed evenly 
without racking 1 in their frames. Covers shall be air 
tight and grease sealed. 

The fob owing are the minimum weights, including 
frames, for the sizes of covers given 

(1) for public streets and private roads.

(2) for road berms.

(b) 1 ft. 6 in. X 1 ft- 6 in. 1 Cwt. 2 qrs. 8 lbs. 
MANHOLES TO BE WATERTIGHT 

34. (1) All manholes (or in c pection chambers) are to 
be constructed so as to be watertight under te e t. The 
test will eonri«t in filling the body of the manhole (as 
distinct from the shaft) with water. The water wiM ro 
mam in the manhole with a fall not exceeding 1 inch for 
at least 3 hours, and after that period the brickwork 
will be examined for water tightness. 

(2) For sowers to be laid below subsoil water level, 
the nines to he built into all manholes r re to be encased 
in bloeks of dense cement concrete, the blocks to he pint 
around the pines, while they are standing vertically end 
after setting the Nocks are to be bui’t into the manhol“ 
wells at the requisite level. The minimum thickness of 
concrete around the pines is to he 3 in. and the ero~s- 
seetions of the blocks are to be mu’tinles of brisk dimen- 
sions. TVio Fncrths of the blocks are to be 3 in, in excess 
of +he thickness of the walls into which they ar e to be 
built. 

SOIL AND WASTE PIPES. 

INLETS TO DRAINS WITHIN THE BUILDING •— 

35. No inlet to a drain, other than a drain for th« eon- 
vexnnce sole’v of trade effluent, shall be made within, a 
building, except — 

(i) a trapped pul'y fitted with a suitable cover ; 

(ii) an inlet, which is a nec°ssary nart of anv W.C. 

Pnn bath, sink, urinal, bidet or lavatory 
barin. 

(iii) a junction with another drain. 

SIZE OF SOIL PTPES 

36 A soil nine conveying to a drain any solid or Mould 
filth, shall be circular and sha’l have an internal diameter 
of not loss than 4 in . excent that branch Roil pines lend- 
ing from sinrie water closets into the main stack may be 
of 34 in. internal diameter. 

SOIL PIPES TO BE OUTSIDE THE BUILDTNG .— 

Excent where impracticable, the soil pine shaM be 
s'tuated outride the building or in suitabV designed nipa 
shafts and =hall be continued unwards without diminu- 
tion of its diameter, and (except where unavoidable) 
without mv bend or angle, to such a height, and position 
a n to a^ord by means of its open end a safe outlet for foul 
ail*. The position of and covering to the open end shall 
he such «s to comply with the conditions set nut in He 
bve’aws relating to ventilation of drains Pines laid 
in external chases are outride the building. Where pine 
shafts are provided, the crosg-soetional prea shall be ‘Twh 
as to n’low freo and unhampered access to the pipes to be 
installed in the abaft end in no case shall the cross eeriFu 
b° le^s than 3 ft X 3 ft. AM pine HaHs shall be rwovid-’d 
with ir. Access door at ground floor level and facilities for 
ventilation. * * ' 

ROTL PIPE PONNECTTONR : — 

Rod pipes, whether inside or outside the bui'din" shaM 
not be connected with nn-r rain water pipe or with He 
waste pipe of anv bath, 'ink or band basin, and there shall 
pot he any Fen in such soil pine or between it and any 
drain wuh which it is connected. 

MATEPTALR FOR ROTL PIPES 

39, Soil pipes shall be constructed in drawn lead, as- 
bestos cc '■ it, or cast iron. Drawn lead pipes shall con- 


form with British standard specifications No. 602 (Part 
II) or 603 (Part II). Asbestos cement pipes shaM con- 
form with British standard 'pacification No. 582 of 1934. 

Ca't iron external soil pipes shall conform with British 
Standard sprcifl 'ation No. 416 — 1935 (see table 3 of an- 
nexed schedule) and cast iron internal soil pipes shall 
conform with British Standard Specification No. 78— 
1938 (See tab’o 3 of annexed schedule). 

Provided that in anv ea°e where it is neces r ary to cons- 
truct the soil pipe within a building, it shall be construct- 
ed in drawn lead with proper wiped plumbers’ joints, 
or in erst iron to B.S R clam B. with mo'tcn lead joints, 
properly crulked in visible positions and so as to easily 
accessible and shall not be constructed in asbestos cement. 
Soib waste or vent pipes laid in chases in wil’s other than 
in the outer fa"e of external walls should be regardod as 
being la ; d within the building. 

COLOUR PAINTING 

40. When soil pipes rrc to he painted in colour other 
than black, the pipes shaM not be coated in accordance 
with two -’cats of “ knotting varnish ”, the t-econd coat 
pipes shall bo treated in the foMowing manner : — 

Tri Ovc'at'on. — Tim pipes and fittings shaM be treated 
with two coats of “ knotting vanish ”, He second coat 
being applied after the first has thoroughly dried. 

2nd Oprrniirri — Over the undercoat primer of “knot- 
tin" vprnish ”, white rinc paint treated with the required 
shade or pigment shall be applied. 

SUPPORTS FOR SOIL PIPES 

41 The soil nine shall be stronriv supported at the 
foot upon a bed of eonprete and firmly attached to the 
walF. Tf the sob pine be of ea°t iron it shall be fixed 
at Vast two inch as clear of the finished surface of the 
vaM and only holder-bet 0 of a tvpe annro-ppd by the 
Engineer shall bo used. Nail fixing is prohibited. 

WASTE PIPES — 

42 Exnrv pine in a building for carrying off the waste 
or overflow wat^o Fom c-m be + h lavatory basin or 

+p p drain shall be of 1J in. to 2 in. internal diameter, 
and shaM h° trapped immediately beneath sn n h lavatory 
basin or sink bv an efficient synhon trap with adeonate 
means fo-" inspection and rFanring and shall bp ventilat- 
ed into the external air wbpn°ver c uch ventilation may 
be ncecsrarv to nreserve the seri of the trap. Such pines, 
fra-p-p etc. sba’l be conaFneted of Non, ]pad stoneware, 
ashe'tos pem Pjn t or snpti other suitable roaterFl as shall 
pc (ipn-nvpfl by the Engineer. No trap of Ho kind known 
a- n b" 1 ! Fan a tuheFap or a D trnp shall be construct- 
ed or fixed in the waste pipe of a lavatory basin or sink. 

(1) If Fad -pipes are used, thov shell bo of uniform 

tni.-V n pt; S fbrouHo^t and s^nll woFh at F<>st 
21 ]bs ppr lineal foot for 14 in pines, 31 lbs.

ing pipes. 

(3) If galvanized pines pre ps°d thesp shall he of 

the grade known in the trade as heavy quality

WA^E PIPES TO DISCHARGE INTO TnE OPEN 

AIR. : — 

49 Everv nine in a building for carrying off wast« 
waFr to a dram shaM be taken through an extern p l waM 
of He building bv the short-st nraetFahF line, and shall 
d ; scbar<rp briow the "ratio" but above the water surinee 
of a pr^noplv trapped gulpr or into a b°ek or ride inlet 
guMv. The weste pin" rim l 1 be continued upwards with- 
out entr dim Hutton ip its diameter and (except when uu- 
avoidabFl without an-' bend or pp"F to .such a height 
ond position as to afford bv means of the open end of the 
waste pipe, a safe outFt Fr foul air, the position of and 
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covering to the open end being such as to comply with 
the eonUitions set out m byelaw relating to ventilation, 

WASTE PIPE FROM TWO OR MORE BATHS 

44. Where the waste pipes from two or more baths, 
sinks or lavatories, discnargo into one common wavte 
pipe, each of tne traps provided in accordance with tae 
reqhirementa of these bjelaws, shall be ventilated by 
means ot a pipe winch snail iiave in ail parts an internal 
diameter of not less ttian one inch and snail be connected 
at a point not less tiian 11 in. or more than Id in. from the 
highest part of the trap and on the outlet side tnereof. 
If required by tile Engineer, such ventilation pipe mutt 
a so be lixed on a batn, sink lavatory winch is not con- 
nected to a second waste pipe. Except where imprac- 
ticable the common waste pipe shalil oe situated outside 
the building, and shall lie continued upwaidj witnout 
diminution of its diameter, (.and except where unavoid- 
able) without any bend or angle being termed to such 
a height and position as to aliord by means of the open 
end a safe out et for foul air, the poution oi and the cover- 
ing to the open end being such as to comply with tho con- 
ditions set out in byelaw relating to ventnauon. 

OVERFLOW PIPES 

45. The overflow pipe from any cistern shall be taken 

through an external wall ot the bunding and snail cis- 
charge into the open air in an exposed and conspicuous 
position so as not to cause dampness. The overnow pipe 
shall be rendered mosquito proof by a device which does 
not interface with its function. The device adopted 
must bo approved by the Engineer. j 

SUPPORTS FOR WASTE PIPES 

46. The waric pipe shad be iirmly attached to, but at 
least two inches clear of the wails. If tho waste pipe is 
of cast iron, propeny fixed holder-bats shall be used ; 
provided always tnat it shall be sufficient if the pipes are 
secured to the wails in a maimer considered by the 
Engineer to be equal y suitable and efllcient. 

SOIL PIPE WASTE PIPE & VENTILATING 
PIPE CONNECTIONS. 

PIPES AND JOINTS TO BE AIR TIGHT 

47. All soil pipes, warie pipes, ventiating pipes and 
all other pipes when above ground, shall be pioved gai 
light in the presence of the Engineer, by smoke produc- 
ed and applied as diiected by the Engineer, it shall be 
a condition of the license of every aulhorised plumber to 
possess a smoke testing machine, which will be inde ioly 
stamped with a number by the Committee which will 
maintain a record of such numbers. 

LEAD AND IRON PTPE CONNECTIONS 

48. Where any lead waste pipe, vmti'ating pipe or 
trap is conneeled with an iron pipe or drain eonimuniea- 
ing with a sewer there shall be inserted between such 
waste pipe and sui-li iion pipe or dram a flanged thim- 
ble of copper or brass, which shall be connected to such 
lead waste pipe by means ot a wiped joint. The thimble 
sha,ll be connected with such iron pipe or drain by means 
of a joint made with molten lead, properly caulked, a 
sufficient quantity of lead being melted at a time to 
finish each joint at one pouring. 

STONEWARE AND LEAD- PIPE CONNECTIONS 

49. Where any stoneware or semi-vitrified ware trap 
or pipe is connected with a lead soil pipe, waste pipe or 
trap communicating with a sewer, there shall be insert- 
ed between such stoneware or semi-vitrified ware trap 
or pipe and ku 'h lead soil pipe, waste pipe, or trap, a 
socket of copper, east brass or other suitable ahoy, which 
shall be connected with such stoneware or semi-vetrified 
ware trap or pipe by means of a joint made with mortar 
consisting of one part , of Portland Cement and three 
parts of sharp sand and with the lead soil pipe, waste 
pipe or trap by means of wiped metal ic joint. 

IRON AND STONEWARE PIPE CONNECTIONS 

.50. Where rny iron soil pipe waste pipe, ventilating 
pipe or trap is connected with a stoneware cr semi-vitri- 
fied ware pipe or drain communicating with a sewer, the 
beaded spigot end of such iron soil pipe, waste pipe, 

ventilating pipe or trap shall be inserted into a socket of 


such stoneware or semi-vitrified ware pipe or drain and 
the joint mado with mortar consisting of one part of 
Portland cement and three parts of c can sharp sand. 
Where any W.O. pan or earthenware trap connected to 
such pan is to be jointed with a cast iron soil pipe, the 
joint between the stoneware spigot and the cast iron 
socket must always be of a flexible (non rigid) nature. 
Buck joints aro to be made with a mixture of bitumen 
and chopped asbestos fibre (not dust), which is sold 
under various proprietary names. 

VENTILATING OF DRAINS. 
VENTILATING OPENINGS IN DRAINS 

51. The drain intended for carrying foul water from 
a building shall be provided with at least ono ventilating 
pipe Fituated as near as practicable to the building and 
as far as practicable from the. point at which the drain 
empties into the sewer or other means of disposal. 
POSITION OF OPEN END OF VENT SHAFT OR 

PIPE : — 

52. Each such opening shall be obtained by carrying 
up vertically from the drain a pipe or vent shaft to such 
a height and in such a position as to afford by means of 
the open end of such pipe or vent shaft a safe outlet for 
i'oui air. and as to create the lea c .t possible nuisance. 

HEIGHT OF VENTILATING PIPE 

53. The ventilating pipe or shafts shall be carried to 
a height of at least 2 ft. above the outer covering of the 
roof of the building or in tho case of a window in a gable 
wall or a dormer window it shall be carried upto the 
ridge of tho roof or at least 6 ft. above the top of tho 
window. Tn the case of a flat roof to which access for 
use in provided it shall be carried upto a height of at 
least 2 ft. above the parapet or 6 ft. above the roof which- 
ever is greater and shall not terminate within 6 ft. 
measured vertically and 15 ft. measured horizontally of 
the top of any window or opening into such bui ding and 
in no ea c c shall be carried to a height less than 10 ft. 
above plinth level. 

Where ventilating pipes are carried in pipe shafts, 
these shafts shall be a minimum size of 3 ft. X 3 ft. If 
these shatts are also used to give light and air to rooms, 
the ventilating pipes must be carried to a horizontal dis- 
tance at roof level of not less than 15 ft. from the side of 
the shaft. 

VENTILATION FOR DISCONNECTING TRAPS ; — 

54. Where a disconnecting trap is required by the 
Engineer in addiiton to the other requirements of these 
byelaws, an untrapped opening shall be provided above 
and near the surface of the ground and communicating 
with the drain by moans of a suitable pipe, pipe shaft 
or chamber, nud situated as near as may bo practi -able 
to the disconnecting trap provided between the drain 
and the sewer. 

(1) The point at which sueh opening communicates 
with the drain shall also in all cases he situated on that 
side of the trap which is the nearer to the building. 

(2) Except with the previous sanction in writing of 
the Engineer every inlet for the admission of pure air 
to the disconnecting trap of any promises shall he at 
least 5 feet vertically and 15 feet horizontally from 
every doer, window, ventilating grating or chimney of 
any building. 

(3) If in any case this arrangement is, in the opinion 
of the Engineer, undesirable, then the opening may be 
obtained by carrying up, fm^i the point referred to a 
suitable vertical pipe or shaft. 

OPENINGS TO BE PROTECTED BY GRATINGS OR 

COVERS : — 

55. Any opening provided in accordance with any of 
tho arrangements hereinbefore specified shal 1 be furnish- 
ed with a suitable grating or other suitable cover for the 
purpose cf preventing any obstruction in, or injury to, 
any pipe or drain by the introduction of any substance 
through the opening. 

Such grating or cover shall be so constructed and fitted 
as to secure the free passage of air through the grating 
or cover by mesas of s suitable number of aperture*, 
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of which the aggregate extent shall be not less than the 
brelionai area ot the pipe or ventshaft to which the grat- 
ing or cover may be htted. 

In the case of a low level vent pipe or fresh air inlet, 
a suitable llap valve of mica or aluminium must be pro- 
vided in the ventilator. 

NO BENDS OR ANGLES IN PIPES 

56. Except where unavoidable, no bend or angle slia'l 
be made in any pipe or vent shaft used m connection 
with any of the arrangements hereinbefore specified. 

DIAMETER OF PIPES 

57. Every pipe or vent shaft, which may be ired in 
connection with any or the arrangements speeiiied m 
paras ol and 54 shall have a sectional area not ie s than 
tnat of the drain with which tne pipe or vent than may 
communicate, and not less m any case than the sectional 
area of pipe or vent shaft of the diameter of 4 inches. 

VEj\T PIPE OR SHAFT TO BE OF THE SAME 

MATERIAL AS SOIL PIPE 

5d. Every pipe or vent shaft used in connection with 
uny of tne arrangements herembeiore speemed snail oe 
constructed in the same manner and oi the same materials 
and weights as if the pipe or vent shaft wore a soli pipe 
(sec byelaw 39). 

Where the vent shafts are constructed with oflbottos 
cement pipes, cowls ntted on the top snail be provided 
with j ouvers to exclude rain. 

SOIL PIPE, AS VENTILATING PIPE 

59. For the purpose of any of the arrangements liere- 
inbeiuic specified, the soil pipe of any water closet, eun- 
stiucted or adopted to uo used for receiving any so.id or 
liquid inth and conforming to tne requirements prescrib- 
ed ior ventilating pipes lor vent shafts, shall be d enied 
to provide sufficient vcntnation if continued to the re- 
quisite height above the building as specified m byelaw 
53. 

VENTILATION OF WATER CLOSET TRAP. 
PROVISION AGAINST ANTISYPHONAGE 

60. In every water closet the soil pipe of which com- 
municates with any sewer and is in connection with uny 
other water closet, the trap of such water closet shall be 
ventilated into the soil pipe at a point above the highest 
water ciosct connected with such soil pipe, and in, such 
a manner that the ventilating pipe shall have in all parti 
an internal diameter of not less than 2 in. uucl shall be 
connected with the arm of the soil pipe or the trap < t. a 
point, not less than 3 in. and not more than 12 in. from 
the liighrt part of the trap and on th- side of the water 
seal which is the nearest to the soil pipe. 

The joint between the ventilating pipe and the aim 
of the soil pipe or the trap shall be made in the direction 
of the flow Construction of open drain# and surface 
channels : — - 

61. All open drains or surface channels shall Le con- 
structed cither of fine cement concrete (1 : li : 3J pro- 
perly formed to the shape of the channel and plastered 
with cement mortar or with half round glared stoneware 
soekeLlcd channels for the inverts laid on a bed cf fine 
cement concrete extending in depth from the top of the 
channel to at least 3 in. below the underside there of, an 1 
m width at least 3 in. on both sides of the channel. Abov e 
the channel the drain may be constructed oi brickwork 
in mortar plastered with at least i in. of cement mortar 
(1:3) 

(1) No drain shall be constructed less than 3 in. 
deep and 3 in. wide and all drains must at all 
times be of such dimensions as to comply with 
all sanitary requirements and be laid to such 
gradients as shall effectually drain away all 
water which may, from time to time, be dis- 
charged into the open drains, 

(2) If necessary, kerbs shall he provided to such 
drains or channel at least 3 in. above the eel- 
joining ground surface or of such height as may 

be necewary. 


l'rovidcd always that it shall be permissible for the 
Engineer to approve the use of superior materials and 
motfiod to those specified. 

TRAP AND SILT CATCHER 

62. Each outlet of every open drain shall be provided 
wn,ii an eltieient trap and slit catcher of a design and in 
a manner and position approved by the Engineer. 

WATER CLOSET NOT TO BE CONNECTED WITH 

OPEN DRAIN : — 

63. No water closet or any arrangement by which 
night s oil is to be removed by the water carnage system 
shall be connected wdth an open dram. 

64. The provisions of byelaw 61 to 63 shall apply to 
all open drains or other similar works communicating 
with the Committee’s sewage system. 

TRAPS. 

INLETS TO BE TRAPPED 

65. Every inlet to a pipe drain (except as provided by 
byelaw 52) shall be properly trupped by an eltieient trap 
so constructed as to bo eapab e oi main mining a sufficient 
water seal of at least 2 inches. 

In no such drain shall be constructed or fixed any 
trap of the kind known as a bell, a dip trap, a D-trap 
or -uch trap as becomes un-sealed on the removal of the 
cover. 

TRAPS AND GULLIES 

06. All gullies, traps, gratings, covers or other appli- 
ances shall be of a pattern, size and quality approved 
by the Engineer. Every stoneware gu ly shall be placed 
a. high as possible on a bed of cement concrete (1:2:4) 
at hast 4 in. thick, and completely embedded in concrete. 

All gully trups shall bo cow red with a suitable iron 
grating, which shall, when so directed by the Engineer, 
be provided with a hinged cover of approved design. 

DISCONNECTING TRAPS :— 

67. When required by the Engineer but not other- 
wise, any drain of a building which may immediately 
communicate with any sewer, shall be provided with a 
suitable and efficient disconnecting trap at a point below 
the lowest inlet to such drain as distant as may be prac- 
ticable from such building, and as near as may be prac- 
ticable to the point at which such drain may be. connect- 
ed with the sewer. 

Every such trap shall he provided with proper means 
of access for the purpose of cleansing. 

FLOOR TRAPS :— 

68. Except Cor the discharge or trade wastes, tho waste 
water from shower baths and tho wa^te water from floors 
ill Indian type kitchens (i.e. where no sink is used) no 
floor trap shall he provided in any building. "When pro- 
v ided for the purpo es already detai ed in this byelaw, 
the floor trap shall be of the deep-seal pattern at least 
3 in. seal and of cast iron or other Siiitable material and 
shall be not less than 2 in. in diameter in any part there- 
of, and shall be ventilated into the external air whenever 
such ventilation may be necessary to preserve the seal 
of such trap ; and the floor trap shall be covered with a 
suitable grating and the pipe leading from the floor trap 
shall be taken through an external wall rf the building 
by the shortest practicable route and shall discharge into 
the open air be’ow the grating of a properly trapped 
gully or over a channel, which mint he as short as possi- 
ble, leading such a gully. 

69. If the floor trap on upper floor is directly connect- 
ed to a waste water pipe, the waste pipe sha 1 be continu- 
ed upwards, without any diminution of its diameter and 
(except where unavoidable) without any bend or angle, 
to such a height and in suffi a position as to afford, by 
means of the open end of such wa'tc pipe, a safe outlet 
for foul air, the position of and covering to the open end 
being such as to comply with the conditions set out in the 
byelaws relating to ventilation. 

FLOOR SURROUNDING THE FLOOR TRAP 

70. Wflere any floor trap is provided the floor surround- 
ing the floor trap shall he formed of hard, smooth and 
impervious material, having a fall towards the floor tr&p. 
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NO NINE WASTE SHALL DISCHARGE INTO A 
FLOOR TRAP 

71. Sinks shall be separately trapped and shall dis- 
charge externally below the grating ol a properly trap- 
ped gully. 

ST011M WATER DRAINAGE. 

PROVISION OE SEPARATE STORM WATER 
DRAINAGE 

72. All rain water stud I be diverted into the storm 
water drains and away trom any opening eonnecting 
with any Municipal sewer and luuner such kerb or other 
appliances as may be necessary shall be provided and 
maintained to restrict all ram water to storm water 
drains. The latter shall discharge at a point approved 
by tho Engineer. 

DESIGN OE STORM WATER DRAINS 

78. Where storm water drains are necessary lor the 
discharge of ram water to a Municipal storm water drain, 
such arams, shall be designed lor dealing with not less 
than in. hourly rainfall. Each separate plot shall have 
a separate drain connection made to a covered or open 
municipal drain. Such connection to a covered drain 
shall be made through a pipe at least 12 It. in length laid 
at a gradient not less than that ol the eonnectmg drain. 
There shall be no syphons m the storm water drains serv- 
ing the plot. 

SUB SOIL WATER DRAINAGE. 

SUB-SOIL WATER DRAINS 

74. The sub-soil ol the site of every new building shall 

be ellectually drained by means of suitable earthenware 
held pipes, properly laid to a suitable outfall, whenever 
the dampness ot the site renders such a precaution neces- 
sary. „ ^ j> 

PROVISION OE TK Alb's JN SUB-SOIL DRAINS 

75. No held pipe shall be laid in such a manner or in 
Nuch a position as to communicate directly with any 
sewer ,or with any dram constructed or adapted to be 
used for conveying sewage except where absolutely un- 
avoidable, and in that ease, a suitable and efficient trap 
shall be provided bclween such sub-soil drain and such 
sewer. 

\ ENT1LAT1NG OPENINGS TO TRAPS IN SUB-SOIL 
DRAIN : — 

76. A ventilating opening to the trap shall be provided 
at a point in the line of the sub-soil drain as near as may 
be practicable to the trap, and communicating directly 
with the open air. 

The ventilating opening shall be provided with a suit- 
able grating as described m byelaw 55. 

SUB-SOIL DRAIN BETWEEN TRAP AND SEWER 

77. The sub-soil drain between the trap and the sewer 
shall i he constructed in the manner prescribed by the 
byelajw in that behalf for a sewer. 

LOCATION OE BASIN URINALS WATER-BORNE 
LATRINES k WATER CLOSETS, & SLOP SINKS. 

78. Every receptacle constructed or adapted to be used 
for receiving any solid or liquid tilth, shall be located 
within a water closet or water borne latrine. 

ENTRANCE TO WATER CLOSET 

79. No water closet shall be constructed so that it is 
approached directly from any room used for the manu- 
facture, preparation or storage or food for human con- 
sumption or used as a factory, workshop or work place. 

Every water closet or water-borne latrine which can- 
not be flushed by the individual user shall be construct- 
ed in such manner that it can be entered only from the 
open air. 

MODE OE CONSTRUCTING WATER CLOSET AND 
WATER BORNE LATRINE 

80. Every water closet shall have a minimum floor 
area of 12 s.ft. and a minimum width of 3 ft. The com- 
partments of every water borne multiple or public 
latrjne including compartments intended for trough 
latrines shall measure at least 3 ft. X 3 ft. 6 in. 


If any side of r water closet or water-borne latrine 
abuts on a room used for the manufacture, preparation, 
or storage of food for human consumption or used as a 
factory, workshop or work place, the water closet or 
latrine shall be enclosed by a solid wall or partition of 
brick or masonry, extending the entire height from the 
floor to the ceiling. 

]. Every Indian type water closet or water-borne 
latrine shall be provided with a floor of hard, 
smooth, impervious material, having a fall of 
halt an inch to the foot towards the pan for pur- 
poses of washing down. All water closets or 
latrines shall be provided with proper doors 
and fastenings. 

2. The floor of all water closets or water-borne 
latrines on the ground floor shall be raised at 
least 6 hi. above the ground outside. 

TROUGH LATRINES 

81. Every trough latrine shall be so constructed that 
the trough is wider at the bottom, than at the top and the 
latrine shall be so arranged that it cannot he entered, 
otherwise than from the open air, and shall be fitted with 
an automatic flushing cistern of sufficient capacity to 
flush out and thoroughly cleanse the trough by each dis- 
charge. 

BAIL CHUTES NIGHT BOIL DUMPING DEPOTS 

82. Every pail chute for the discharge into a sewer of 
night-soil collected from commodes or service privies 
shall be constructed in accordance with the type-design 
approved by the committee. "Wliere such chute is com- 
bined with a public water flush latrine, access is to be 
provided through a separate entrance which is to be 
suitably screened from tho public view by r a masonry 
vs all not less than 6 ft. in height. 

Every pail chute is to be provided with a storage tank 
for flushing water, the capacity of the tank to be not lea* 
than 50 gallons per 3 gallon bucket of night soil to be 
discharged into the sewer. 

Note . — A type design (SNE No. 2274) for a night Boil 
damping depot can be seen in this office by arrangement. 
WINDOWS IN WATER CLOSETS 

83. In one of the walls of every water closet which 
abuts on a street or a yard or open space, a window of 
such dimensions shall be so constructed that an area of 
not less than 2 sq. ft., which may be the whole or part of 
such wdndow, shall open directly into the external air. 

Opening on to external air does not include opening 
on to a verandah unless the verandah is unenclosed and 
not used for habitation. 

VENTILATION OF WATER CLOSETS 

84. Every water closet shall be provided with adequate 
means of constant ventilation by- at least one air brick 
built in an external wall of such water closet, or by an air 
shaft or b.y some other effectual method or appliance. 
Such means of constant ventilation shall be of an area 
of not less than 81 sq. inches 

FLUSHING CISTERN IN WATER CLOSETS 

85. Every water closet shall bo furnished with a closed 
cistern of adequale capacity, not less than 21 gallons and, 
unless sanctioned by the Engineer, not more than 3 
gallons, for the purpose of flushing, which shall be sepa- 
rate and distinct from any cistern used for drinking pur- 
poses, and shall be so constructed, fitted and placed as 
to admit of the supply of w'ater for use in such water 
closet, so that there shall not he any direct connection 
between any- service pipe upon the premises and any 
part of the apparatus of such water closet other than 
such flushing cistern. 

1. Except in the ease of a “ Low Level ’’ flushing 

cistern a head of at least 5 ft. measured from 
the bottom of the cistern tq the point of dis- 
charge of the flush pipe shall be provided. 

2. Every such cistern shall he provided with a suit- 

able ball cock and stop cock fixed ou the supply 
pipe, and, unless the Engineer shall otherwise 
direct, with an overflow pipe discharging into 
the open air in some conspicuous position, but 
not over the inlet into any drain or storm watro 
channel. 
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FLUSHING CISTERN TO BE MOSQUITO-PROOF 

80. Ail flushing cisterns shall be of a mosquito proof 
pattern. 

RESERVE TANK FOR WATER CLOSET AND 

LATRINE : — 

87. Every water closet or iatrine shall be provided 
with a closed reserve tank of : — 

1. 60 gallons capacity per seat for the first five 

seats. , 

2. 40 gallons per seat for all seats between 6 and 20 

and 

3. 30 gallons per seat for all seats over 20. Every 

such tank must bo made of galvanised iron of 
not less thickness than 14 Birmingham Wire 
Gauge, or other material approved by the 
Engineer. 

No connections other than for flushing W.Cs., or 
latrines are to be taken from such reserve tanks unless so 
arranged that the reserve capacity specified remains 
available for flushing W.Cs and latrines. 

FLUSH PIPE : — 

88. The pipe connecting the flushing cistern with the 
pan, basin, trough or other receptacle with which the 
water closet or latrine may be provided, shall be so con- 
structed and fixed that such pipe and the union shall not 
in any part have an internal diameter of less than one 
inch and a quarter and shall be hxed as vertically as 
possible. 

APPARATUS OF WATER CLOSET 

89. The wuter closet shall be furnished with a suitable 
apparatus for the effectual application of water to any 
pan, basin, trough or other receptacle with which such 
apparatus may be connected and used, and for the effec- 
tual flushing and cleansing of such pan, basin trough 
or other receptacle, and for the prompt and effectual re- 
moval therefrom and from the trap connected therewith 
of any solid or liquid filth which may from time to time 
be deposited therein. 

WATER CLOSET PAN, TROUGH OR OTHER RE- 
CEPTACLE : — 

90. The water closet shall be furnished with a pan, 
basin trough or other receptacle of smooth vitreous glaz- 
ed non-absorbent material, and of such shape, of such 
capacity, and of such mode of construction as to receive 
and contain a sufficient quantity of water and to allow 
all filth, which may from time to time be deposited in 
such pan, basin, trough or other receptacle to bo flushed 
out clean without allowing any lodgment of filth in any 
part thereof. 

SYPHON TRAP 

91. Immediately beneath or in connection with such 
pan, basin, trough or other suitable receptacle, shall be 
constructed an efficient syphon trap, so that it shall at 
all times maintain a sufficient water seal between such 
pan, basin, or other suitable receptacle and any drain or 
soil pipe in connection therewith. A D-triip or any trap 
of such a kind as to be not self cleansing shall not bo con- 
structed or fixed in or in connection with the water 
closet apparatus. 

CASINGS NOT TO BE FIXED 

92. No casing of wood or other material shall be fixed 
round any receptacle, cistern or other apparatus of uy 
water closet. 

WALLS OF LATRINES AND WATER CLOSET : — 

93. The walls of every Indian type water closet or 
latrine upto a height of not less than 3 feet above the 
platform shall be constructed of thoroughly well burnt 
bricks, plastered with cement inortor 1 : 3 or of other 
hard smooth impervious material and all corners round- 
ed, 

BUCKET FLUSH LATRTNES (2ND CLASS SEWER 

CONNECTIONS) 

94. Bucket Flush Latrines are in every way similar to 
Water Flush Closets except that no flushing apparatus 
or water storage tanks are necessary, every user flush- 
ing the pan with a bucket of water after Use. 


The Committee may sanction the use of bucket flush 
W.C's in any area by Special Resolution, provided that 
such W.C’s will be sanctioned only for houses which are 
not already provided with a filtered water connection. 

All bucket flush W.C’s must comply with the Munici- 
pal Drainage Byelaws m every respect with the excep- 
tion of Byelaws 83, 86 and bl, (Flushing Cisterns and 
Storage Tauks for Hushing water j . 

URINALS. 

SYPHON TRAP 

93. In a urinal constructed or adapted to be used for 
receiving any urine or liquid filth for conveyance to any 
sewer, an efficient syphon trap shall be constructed or 
fixed immediately beneath such urinal so as to be eapablo 
of maintaining a sufficient water seal between the urinal 
and any drain or waste pipe in connection therewith. 

No trap of the kind known as a bell trap, a dip trap or 
D-trap nor any nonsuit-cleansing trap shall bo construct- 
ed or fixed, in or in connection with the urinal. 

VENTILATION & WASTE PIPE 

96. All the requirements of these byelaws which are 
applicable to the ventilation of a water closet and the 
eoustruction of a soil pipe shall be complied with as re- 
gards the ventilation oi the: urinal and construction of 
the waste pipe ol the urinal. 

MATERIALS, FORM OF CONSTRUCTION & FLUSH- 
ING OF A URINAL, BASIN, STALL OR TROUGH 

97. Such urinal shall be provided with : — 

(a) A basin, stall or trough constructed of glazed 
stoneware, glazed earthenware, enamelled fire- 
clay or other equally suitable material of such 
shape as will facilitate maintenance in (a state of 
cleanliness. 

(b) A suitable flushing cistern so constructed, fitted, 
placed and supplied that : — 

(i) It shall be separate and distinct from any 

cistern used for drinking water. 

(ii) The discharging or flushing capacity shall not 

be less than one gallon of water for each con- 
nected basin, or each width or length not ex- 
ceeding two feet three inches of stall or 
trough respectively. 

(iii) Tt shall be capable of being filled or charged 

with water within a period not exceeding 
twenty-five minutes or such less period as 
will permit, whilo the urinal is in use or 
available for use, a flushing operation of 
sufficient frequency to ensure Iho mainten- 
ance of such basin, stall or trough in a state 
of cleanliness. 

(iv) It shall be fitted with a suitable automatic 

discharging apparatus connected to the uri- 
nal basin, stall or trough by an adequate 
flush pipe or pipes of lead, copper, iron, or 
other equally suitable material having a 
minimum internal diameter of half an inch 
and fitted with a suitable spreader or 
sparge pipe so as effectually to distribute the 
water over the internal surface of every 
basin, stall or trough. 

Provided always 

(i) That there shal 1 not be any direct connection be- 
tween any water-service pipe upon the pre- 
mises and any part of a urinal basin, stall or 
trough. 

FLOOR AREA AND FINISHING 

98. When a room is used only as a urinal it shall have 
a minimum floor area of 12 sq, ft. and a minimum width of 
3 ft. The floor and walls of any I'oom in which a urinal 
is fixed shall be constructed of an impervious and non- 
absorbent material to a height of four feet six inches. 

POSITION OF URINAL 

99. (a) No urinal shall be constructed so that it is ap- 
proached directly from any room used for the purpose of 
human habitation or used for the manufacture, prepara- 
tion or storage of food for human consumption or used as 
a factory, workshop or work place. 
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(b) The floor of all urinals on the ground floor stall 
be raised at least 6 in. above ground outside. 

DRY SYSTEM SERVICE LATRINE & SERVICE 
'URINALS. 

FLOOR AREA 

100. Every service latrine shall have a minimum floor 
area of 12 si] ft. and a minimum width of 3 ft. 

VENTILATION OF SERVLCE LATRINE & OF 
SERVICE URINALS 

101. (i) In one of the vails of every 1 a trine, and urinal 
which abuts on a street or a yard or open space a window 
of such dimensions shall be so constructed that an area 
of not less than 2 sip ft. shall open directly into the ex- 
ternal air. 

(ii) In addition to the above, some means of constant 
ventilation shall be provided in the external wall. Such 
constant ventilation may be in the form of a roof vent or a 
jali ventilator of an area oi not less than 111 sep inches. 

DISTANCE OF SERVICE LATRTNES & SERVICE 
URINALS FROM PUBLIC ROADS AND WATER 
SUPPLIES : — 

102. No service latrine or service urinal shall be built 
within 5 ft. of any public road nor within 10 ft. of any 
source of water supply, other than a w r ell in which cas j 
the distance shall be not less than 80 ft. 

RECEPTACLE & FLAP DOOR FOR SERVICE 
LATRINES : — - 

103. Every service latrine shall be no constructed that 
all excrita falls directly info a removable receptacle of 
metal, glazed pottery or other non-absorbent material 
which shall fit closely below the seat and such receptacle 
shall be removable through a flap door in the outer wall of 
the latrine, which flap door when closed shall obscure the 
receptacle from view. 

PLATFORM TN SERVICE LATRINES 

104. The platform of every service latrine upon which 
the receptacles rest shall he of masonry plastered with 
cement mortor 1 : 3 with a slope of half an inch to the 
foot towards the hack of the latrine. 

MATERIAL OF WALLS AND SEATS OF SERVICE 
LATRINES & URTNALS 

105. Tn every service urinal, the waUs to a height of 
3 ft. above the floor, and in every service latrine both Un- 
seat and the -walls to a height of 3 ft. above the floor, shall 
he of metal or masonry, provided that in the case of a 
latripe of European type, the scat may he of wood. 

The walls of every service latrine or service urinal, if 
of masonrv. shall he plastered with cement mortor 1 : 3 
or covered with an impervious material to a height of at 
least 3 ft. above the floor level. 

FLOOR OF SERVICE LATRINES AND SERVICE 
URINALS 

1(}6. The floor and seat of every service latrine or ser- 
vice urinal shall he of stone-ware or of masonrv or con- 
crete plastered with cement mortor 1 : 3 or of imperv- 
ious tiles pointed with cement, and .shall he in everv part 
at a height of at least 6 inch above the level of the sur- 
face of flip ground adjoining the service latrine or ser- 
vice urinal and shall Rlope to the drain in such a way that 
liquids will flow off quickly. 

SEATS OF SERVICE LATRINES AND OF SER- 
VICE URTNALS : — 

107 . Every service latrine or service urinal shall he 

s-o constructed that wlwn the outer door thereof is 
open, the seats ‘hall not be visible from a road or other 
public place. 1 *1 ^ 

DRAINS TN SERVICE LATRINES & SERVICE 
URTNALS : — - 

108. Everv service latrine and service urinal shall bo 
provided with a drain which shall he constructed of glaz- 
ed pipes or other impervious material and shall connect 
the floor of the latrine or urinal with a Municipal newer, 
or if in the opinion of the Engineer this is not practi- 
cable with a properly designed soakage pit. 

The distance of any soak pit should not be less than 
25 ft. from any source of water supply (other than a 


well in which case the distance shall he not less than 
80 ft.). 

SERVICE LATRINES & SERVICE URINALS ACCESS 
FOR CLEANING 

109. For the purpose of cleansing, aeecbs shall be pro- 
vided to all service latrines and f-ervice urinals from a 
public road and such access shall in no case he less than 
24 ft, wide and in no case shall access be through a build- 
ing. 

ASHPITS. 

FLOORS OF ASHPITS 

110. The floor of every ashpit, or receptacle for refuse 
shall be flagged or paved with hard tiles or other non- 
absorbent material, and the floor shall be constructed so 
that it shall be, in every part thereof, not less than 6 in. 
above the level of the surface of the ground adjoining 
the ashpit or receptacle for refuse, and so that the ashpit 
or reeeptacV for refuse shall have a fall towards the 
washout drain of not less than half an inch to the foot. 

PENALTY. 

PENALTY FOR PREACH OR ABETMENT OF 

BREACH OF BYELAWS 

111. Any breach or any abetment of a breach of any 
of the foregoing byelaws shall he punishable with a fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees, and wdien the breach 
is a continuing breach with a further fine which may ex- 
tend to five rupees for every day after the first during 
which the breach continues. 

DRAINAGE OF ASHPITS 

112. No ashpits or receptacle for refuse shall be con- 
nected directly with the drains. 

Notes — 

1. The owners and occupiers of premises must 

realise that they must maintain their drainage 
system in a proper state of repair. If they fail 
to do so. the Committee has a right to take ac- 
tion Htrainst them under Section 126 of the Pun- 
jab Municipal Act. 

2. Owners and occupiers of premises are expected to 

give every facility to all authorised officers of 
the Committee for their entrance into and in- 
spection of the building. They must also 
icalhe that refusal to suffer inspection is an 
offence punishable under Section 209 of the 
Punjab Municipal Act. 

3 For the information of the public the following 
provisions of the Punjab Municipal Act are re- 
produced below : — 

Sections 125. 126, 127, 128, 129, 130, 131, 132, 

, 135, 136 and 140. 

125 Provision of drains , privies, etc. — (1) The Com- 
mittee niav. bv notice require the owner of any building 
or laud to provide, move or remove any drain, privy, 
latrine, urinal, cesspool or other receptacle for filth or 
refuse, or, piovide any additional drains, privies, latrines, 
urinals, cesspools or other receptacles as aforesaid which 
should in its opinion he provided for the building or land 
in such manner and of such pattern as the committee may 
direct. 

(2) The Committee may, by notice, require any per- 
son employing more than twenty workmen or labourers 
to provide such latrines and urinals as it may think fit 
and to cause the same to he kept in proper order and to 
he daily cleaned. 

(3) The committee mav, by notice, require the owner 
or occupier of any building or land to have any privy, 
latrine or urinal provided for the same shut out by a 
sufficient roof and wall or fence from the view of per- 
sons passing by or dwelling in the neighbourhood, or to 
remove or alter, as the committee mav direct, any door 
or trapdoor of a privy, latrine or urinal opening on to 
any street or drain. 

(4) The committee may, and when required hv the. 
Local Government shall, provide latrines and urinals for 
the use of the public. 

126. Jtepnir and closing of drams, privies, latrines, 
nr inch and cesspools , — (1) The committee mav, by 
notice, require the owner or occupier of any building or 
land to repair, alter or put in good order anv drain, 
privy, latrine, urinal, cesspool or receptacle for any 
fllth or refuse, or to close any drain, privy, latrine, urinal 
or cesspool belopging ^hereto. 
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(2) The committee may, by notice, require any per- 
son -who may construct any new drain, privy, latrine, 
urinal, cesspool or receptacle for filth or refuse without 
its permission in writing or contrary to its directions or 
regulations- or to tho provisions of this Act, or who may 
construct, rebuild or open any drain, privy, latrine, 
urinal, cesspool or receptacle for filth or refuse which it 
has ordered to bo demolished or stopped up or not to be 
made, to demolish the drain, privy, latrine, urinal, cess- 
pool or receptacle, or to make such alteration therein as 
it may think fit. 

127. Unauthorised buildings over drains, etc — The 
committee may, by notice, require any person who with- 
out its permission in writing may newly erect or rebuild 
a Ti v building over any sewer, drain, culvert, water cours ■ 
or water pipe vested in the committee to pull down or 
otherwise deal w r ifh the same a-, it may think fit. 

128. Removal of latrines, etc., near any source, of water 
supply.— (1) The committee may, by notice, require any 
owner or occupier or whose land aUy drain, privy, 
latrine, urinal, cesspool or other receptacle for filth or 
refuse for the time being exists within fifty feet of any 
(spring, well, tank, resorvoir or other source from v'hich 
water is or may be derived for public use, to remove or 
close the same within one week from the service of such 
notice. 

(2) Whoever, without the permission of the committee, 
makes or keeps for a longer time than one week after 
notice under this section any drain, nrivy, latrine, urinal, 
cesspool or other receptacle for filth or refuse within 
fWv feet of any spring, well, tank, reservoir or other 
source from which water is or may he derived for public 
me, shall he punishable with fine which may extend to 
fiftv rupees ; and, when a notice has been issued, with a 
further fine not exceeding five rupees for each day during 
which the offence is continued after the lapse of the 
period allowed for removal. 

129. Discharging sewerage. — Whoever, without the 
permission of the committee, causes or knowingly or 
negligently allows the contents of any sink, sewer or 
cess-pool, or any other offensive mutter to flow, drain or 
be nut upon any street or public place, or into any irri- 
gation channel or any sewer or drain not set apart for 
the purpose, shall be punishable with fine which may ex- 
tend to twenty rupees.

Provided that if for the purpose of effecting any drain- 
age under this section it should he necessary to acquire 
anv land not belonging to the same owner or to pav com- 
pensation to any person, the committee shall provide sneh 
land or pay such compensation. 

132. Power of committee to lay or carry wires, pipes, 
drains or sewers through private land, subject to payment 
of compensation, for damage sustained, provided that no 
nuisance is created.- — The Committee may carry auv cable, 
wire, pipe, drain, sewer or channel of any bind, for the pur- 
pose of establishing telephonic or other similar communi- 
cation or of carrving out and establishing or maintaining 
any system of lighting, drainage or sewerage, through, 
across, under or over any road, street or pla^e laid out 
as or intended for a road or street, and. after giving 
reasonable notice in writing to the owner or occupier, in- 
to, through, across, under, over or un the side of anv 
land or building whatsoever situate within the limits of 
the municipality, and for the purpose of the introduction, 
distribution of outfall of water or for the removal or out- 
fall of sewage without such limits, and may at all times.. 


do all acts and things which may be necessary or expedient 
for repairing or maintaining any such cable, wire, pipe, 
drain, sewer, or channel, ay the ease may be, in an effee- 
1 1' e L tate for the purpose for which the same may he used 
or intended to be used : 

Provided that no nuisance more than is necessarily

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APPENDIX I 


Revised rules for the grant of licenses to Plumber under 

the Bye-Laws relating to Drainage and Filtered 
Water Supply in New Delhi. 

(.Approved by the New Delhi Municipal Committee vide 

Resolution No. 34 dated tho 11th March, 1941). 

1. These rules have been framed by the New Delhi 
Municipal Committee for the grant of licenses to plum- 
bers under the byelaws relating to drainage and filtered 
water supply in force in New Delhi. 

2. In these rules, the following terms shall have 
the meanings hereafter assigned to them : — 

(a) ” Bye-Laws ”, shall mean the drainage and 

the filtered water supply bye-laws in force 
for the time being and will include all rules 
and regulations framed thereunder. 

(b) “ Committee ”, shall mean the New Delhi 

Municipal Committee. 

(e) 11 Secretary ”, shall mean the officer acting for 
the time being as secretary of the Com- 
mittee. 

(d) “ Superintending Engineer, Health Services,” 

shall mean the person appointed to hold the 
post of superintending engineer health ser- 
vices, or such subordinate officer as he may 
depute to aet for him. 

(e) 11 Plumber ”, shall mean a firm or individual 

who can undertake execution of sanitary and 
filtered water supply works. 

(f) “ License ”, shall mean a license granted by 

the committee to a plumber for sanitary and 
filtered water supply works. 

(g) “ Licensed Plumber ”, shall mean a plumber 

who is granted a license by the committee 
to exocute works relating to drainage and 
filtered water supply. 

3. Every plumber, other than a duly authorised 
officer of the committee and government, shall obtain 
a license from the committee before carrying out works 
connected with tho drainage and the filtered water 
supply of any premises. 

4. An application for the grant of « license shall 
be submitted to the Secretary in the form attached to 
these rules. When such application has been sanction- 
ed, the applicant shall be called upon to paj ihe. pres- 
cribed fee and deposit the security prescribed in Rule 
5 and on receipt of the amount of the fee and the 
security, and not otherwise, a license shall be issued in 
the prescribed form. Provided that if an applicant fails 
to pay the prescribed fee and deposit the necessary secu- 
rity within one month from the date on which intima- 
tion is sent to him that his application has been sanc- 
tioned, no license shall be issued to him except in 
pursuance of a fresh application and his original appli- 
cation shall be deemed to have been refused. 

When an applcation for a license is refused, the 
reasons for such refusal shall be communicated to the 
applicant. 

5. A license fee at the following rates shall be paid 
for each license, and in addition every plumber shall 
deposit a security of Rs, 200|- with the Secretary for 
the due performance of his obligations to the Commi- 
ttee under the draijnage and filtered waier supply bye- 
law's. 

(i) Annual License lee. Rs. 20\- 

(ii) Six months and above. Rs. 2\- p.m. 

(iii) Below six months. Rs. 5|- p.zn. 

6. Licensos will he granted to firms or individuals 
of sufficient, standing, who employ experienced plumb- 
ing Castries, and who are considered by the superin- 
tending engineer, health services, as competent to 


under-take the execution of sanitary and water supply 
works. 

7. (i) No license shall be issued for a period of 
more than one year or less than one month, hut subject 
to these limitations, licenses shall be issued for such 
periods rs the applicants may desire, provided that in 
no case shall a license be issued which will be valid 
beyond the 31st day of March next following the date 
of issue, 

(ii) Every such licence shall he in form L. 3 attach- 
ed and shall be granted subject to the conditions 
printed on the reverse of the license form. 

(iii J A license may, at any time, after due notice 
has been given to the licensee, be cancelled for a breach 
of any condition on which it was granted. In the 
event of such cancellation the licensee Bhall not be 
entitled to any refund of any portion frt the license 
fee. 

(iv) A license is not transferable— On the licensee 
ceasing to work as a licensed plumber for any reason, 
other than that his license has been cancelled for a 
breach of the conditions of the license, he shall sur- 
render his license for cancellation and the Committee 
shall refund to the licensee such portion of the license 
fee as may be deemed to cover the unexpired period 
of the license. 

(v) No license shall be re-issued when its terms has 
expired or be endorsed for a continuance of the term. 
On the expiry of the period for which the license was 
graiited the licensee shall, if he still requires a license, 
surrender his old license and apply for a new license. 

8. Every licensed plumber shall be bound by the 
following conditions : — 

(a) The plumber in all matters in which he may 

be employed, shall afford every assistance in 
his power to the committee and their officers 
in carrying out and enforcing the rules and 
orders for the time being in force. 

(b) The plumber shall in every work in which he 

may be employed, as far as his employment 
extends, comply with the rules in force at 
the time and are applicable to the circum- 
stances of the ease and such orders as may 
he issued by the superintending engineer, 
health services. 

9. The Committee, in addition to any other penalty 
that, may be provided for in these rules and under the 
bye-Jaws, may impose a penalty of Rs. o0[- on the 
licensed plumber for any and every breach of the bye- 
laws. Such penalty shall be recoverable from the secu- 
rity deposit of the licensed plumber if not paid other- 
wise.
